That Retraction Act. 

Grove Johnson, a member of the Cal- 
ifornia Assembly from Sacramento Co., 
has introduced in the California Leg- 
islature a bill which bears the above 
title, and which in its provision more 
clearly earns the name of Suffoca- 
tion Act.” The bill seems to have 
been drawn in the interests of thieves, 
and contains no single protection for 

honest men. Let us here remark that, 
to our knowledge, no honest man ever 
feared the power or privilege of the 
press. There can be no doubt of the 
fact that honest men have been in- 
jured, and without cause or justifica- 
tion, and auch cases should always be 
punished and honesty vindicated, but 
it is evident that no law can work 
without bringing hardship to some 
man, and it is plainly impossible that 
the press can do its duty by the public 
without occasionally transgressing facts 
and justice. This is no excuse for a 
single transgression, nor is it consola- 
tion for an injured man, but the gen- 
eral necessity for a fearless exposition 
on the part of the press has been 
shown in abundant instances. 

The bill introduced by Mr. John- 
son is not calculated to secure any- 
body’s rights. It will afford the thief 
his liberty, and forbid any ‘public ex- 
posure of his acts. It will encourage 
corrupt men to enter the newspaper 
sanctum, and drive honest and zealous 
men therefrom. Its tendency is to 
make the daily paper a channel for 
news, instead of a thoughtful agent for 
the correction of evils, and the 
protection of society. The pres- 
ent Legislature was confronted with 
the facts that Jack Stratman had 
published J. C. Duncan as 
a thief years ago, and for this good 
turn Stratman was sent to jail for six 
months. Stratman asks for relief, and 
instead of giving it this retraction act 
is brought forward to intimidate other 
writers who might desire to tell the 
truth. The Bee says: 


“This Retraction Bill, appears to 
be & fog, an asylum, a sanctuary into 
which rotten banks, fraudulent insur- 
ance companies, plundering — 
associations and Peter Funk vil 
of every grade can run and hide w ile 
laying their fraps to rob the people.”
